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Massachusetts  Gay  Rights  Bill  Advances

BOSTON  —  The  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives  gave  in¬ 
itial  approval  this  week  to  a  lesbian 
and  gay  rights  bill  which  would 
prohibit  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  sexual  preference  in  public 
and  private  housing,  employment 
and  services. 

Following  a  lengthy  and  heated 
debate  which  at  times  centered 
more  on  questions  of  theology 
than  on  the  issue  of  discrimina¬ 
tion,  House  members  voted  76  to 
71  on  June  6  to  refer  the  bill,  H. 
1628,  to  the  Committee  on  Bills  in 
the  Third  Reading.  The  bill  also 
survived  a  motion  by  Rep.  Royall 
Switzler  (R-Wellesley),  an  out¬ 
spoken  and  inveterate  opponent  of 
lesbian  and  gay  rights  legislation, 
to  reconsider  the  vote.  The  follow¬ 
ing  day,  legislators  voted  83  to  69 
not  to  reconsider  their  original 
vote. 

After  the  committee  has  review¬ 


ed  the  legislation  for  proper  legal 
form  and  constitutionality,  the  bill 
will  return  to  the  House  for  further 
debate  and  another  vote. 

An  amendment  added  to  the  bill 
during  debate  by  Rep.  Michael 
Flaherty  (D-S. Boston)  is  likely  to 
come  under  particular  scrutiny  in 
the  third  reading.  Flaherty’s  pro¬ 
posed  addition  states  that 
“nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  apply  to  members  of  the 
National  Associaiton  of  Man  Boy 
Love  relationships  or  any  person 
whose  sexual  preference  applies  to 
minor  children.” 

According  to  Rep.  Thomas 
Vallely  (D-Back  Bay),  a  principal 
sponsor  of  the  bill,  the  amendment 
is  unconstitutional  because  it  seeks 
to  exempt  a  specific  organization 
from  the  scope  of  the  law. 

“I  would  definitely  be  in  favor 
of  removing  any  mention  of  an  or¬ 
ganization  from  the  amendment,” 


Vallely  said.  “It’s  a  political 
amendment  and  it  will  have  to  be 
dealt  with  legally.” 

Vallely  said  the  bill  will  not  re¬ 
turn  from  committee  until  the 
House  finishes  preliminary  work 
on  the  state  budget.  That  process 
should  last  at  least  a  week,  he  said. 

Much  of  the  debate  on  the  legis¬ 
lation  centered  around  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  whether  homosexuality  is 
an  inborn  characteristic  or  a 
chosen  lifestyle.  Vallely  and  other 
proponents  of  the  bill  argued  that 
because  people  do  not  choose  their 
sexual  preference,  just  as  they  do 
not  choose  their  sex  or  their  race, 
they  should  not  face  discrimina¬ 
tion  on  that  basis. 

“You  don’t  wake  up  in  the 
morning  and  say  ‘I’ll  be  gay 
today,’”  Vallely  claimed.  “These 
people  have  a  genuine  right  in  our 
society  to  be  protected  because  of 
their  sexuality.” 


Gay/Lesbian  Immigration 
Threatened  bv  Reform  Bill

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  —  The 
Senate  has  passed  an  immigration 
reform  bill  which  could  further 
erode  the  right  of  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  frohi  other  countries  to  enter 
the  United  States. 

According  to  the  Senate  version 
of  the  Immigration  Reform  and 
Control  Act,  lesbians  and  gay  men 
turned  away  at  the  U.S.  border 
have  no  right  to  callenge  the  ac¬ 
tions  of  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  (INS)  in 
court. 

Under  current  statutes,  courts 
may  review  and  reverse  INS  deci¬ 
sions.  Conservative  legislators 
have  long  wanted  to  remove 


judicial  review  from  immigration 
law. 

Judicial  review  is  the  only 
weapon  available  to  lesbian  and 
gay  “aliens”  to  fight  INS  officials 
who  exclude  homosexuals  on  the 
grounds  that  they  are  “psy¬ 
chopathic  personalities”  and 
“sexual  deviants,”  according  to 
Craig  Howell,  co-ordinator  of  the 
Immigration  Task  Force  of  the 
Gay  Rights  National  Lobby. 

In  fact,  the  current  injunction 
against  excluding  aliens  on  the 
ground  that  they  are  homosexual 
stems  from  a  suit  brought  in  the 
courts  against  the  INS  by  Carl 
Hill,  a  gay  Briton  whom  border  of¬ 
ficials  in  San  Francisco  have  at¬ 
tempted  to  expell. 

Howell  added  that  the  right  to 
judicial  review  was  a  “side  issue” 
of  the  bill,  and  that  erosion  of  the 
rights  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  was 
not  what  the  Senate  had  in  mind 
when  they  voted  76  to  18  to  pass 
the  package  on  May  18- 


The  bill  is  an  attempt  to  stem  the 
tide  of  undocumented  workers 
crossing  the  Mexican-U.S.  border 
by  imposing  harsh  penalties  on  the 
U.S.  citizens  who  employ  them. 

Senator  Edward  Kennedy  at¬ 
tempted  to  preserve  the  right  to 
judicial  review  in  all  immigrant 
cases  by  proposing  an  amendment 
to  the  bill.  Later,  Kennedy  forged 
a  compromise  with  opponents  of 
judicial  review:  Only  those  seeking 
political  asylum  who  are  turned 
away  at  the  border  may  challenge 
their  expulsion  in  court.  For  all 
other  excluded  aliens,  the  INS’s 
decision  is  final. 

Howell  is  critical  of  Kennedy’s 
action.  “Kennedy  said  he  was 
backed  against  the  wall.  This  is 
highly  dubious.  We  could  have 
been  accommodated  with  a  little 
more  effort.” 

Howell  continued,  “Kennedy 
got  three  quarters  of  what  he  was 
looking  for,”  referring  to  the  fact 
that  Kennedy  and  many  other 
Senators  have  been  intent  on  pre¬ 
venting  the  administration  from 
detaining  refugees  in  camps  for 
prolonged  periods  as  it  did  the 
Haitian  refugees  last  year. 

According  to  Howell,  Kennedy 
aide  Jerry  Tinker  has  said  that  gays 
do  not  need  the  protection  of 
judicial  review,  because  the  courts 
will  soon  strike  down  INS  regula¬ 
tions  which  call  for  the  exclusion 
of  homosexuals. 

Leonard  Graff  of  the  National 
Gay  Rights  Advocates  in  San 
Francisco  said  this  is  an  “ignorant 
stand.”  The  cases  of  Carl  Hill  and 
Richard  Longstaff  are  still  pend¬ 
ing  in  the  appellate  courts  of  the 
9th  and  5th  circuits  respectively, 
said  Graff,  “and  even  if  we  are 
successful  again  there,  it  doesn’t 
mean  the  end  of  the  line.  [The 
INS1  can  go  to  the  Supreme 
Court.” 

Tinker  had  not  returned  GCN'% 
phone  calls  by  press  time. 

The  immigration  bill,  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  Senate  by  Alan  Simp¬ 
son,  Wyoming,  the  chair  of  the  im¬ 
migration  subcommittee,  has  also 
been  introduced  in  the  immigra¬ 
tion  subcommittee  of  the  House 
Judiciary  committee  by  chair 
Romano  Mazzoli  of  Kentucky. 
The  full  committee  recently  passed 


the  Simpson-Mazzoli  package, 
and  the  House  version  was  amend¬ 
ed  to  protect  the  right  to  judicial 
review  of  all  excluded  aliens.  Maz- 
zoli’s  bill  is  expected  to  come  to  a 
vote  on  the  Boor  of  the  House 
soon  after  the  4th  of  July  recess.

“[The  bill]  is  by  no  means 
radical,”  Vallely  added.  “It  is  giv¬ 
ing  basic  rights  to  a  group  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  been  denied  access.” 

“If  you  put  this  on  the  books  of 
the  Commonwealth,  you’re  open¬ 
ing  a  Pandora’s  closet,"  retorted 
Switzler,  evoking  jeers  from  l  lie 
House  floor.  “I’ve  always  consid¬ 
ered  the  word  gay  a  pleasant  word 
and  the  gay  community  lias  de¬ 
stroyed  it.  We  always  called  them 
queer,  Mr.  Speaker,  and  I  use  the 
word  queer.” 

Switzler  also  claimed  the  legisla¬ 
tion  was  unnecessary.  “What  ap¬ 
plication  form  is  it  that  says  ‘What 
is  your  sexual  preference?’  ” 
Switzler  asked.  “Employers  no 
longer  even  ask  for  the  designation 
of  one’s  own  sex." 

“When  I  hear  people  state  that 
they  are  discriminated  against 
because  of  their  lifestyle  belief  —  I 
have  never  seen  any  proof  of  it,” 
he  added. 

Rep.  Sal  DiMasi  (D-Norlh  Etui) 
countered  Switzler’s  assertions. 

“As  I  listen  to  the  debate  here 
this  afternoon,  those  opponents  of 
the  legislation  have  testified  that 
they  feel  those  persons  who  have  a 
different  sexual  preference  are 
perverted,”  DiMasi  said.  “But  in 
the  same  speech  they  also  say  that 
they  would  not  discriminate 
against  those  individuals.  Infcrcn- 
lially,  what  is  evident  is  that  they 
are  prejudiced  against  these  indivi¬ 
duals.” 

“If  we  don’t  pass  it,  these  peo¬ 
ple  will  be  discriminated  against. 


they  will  not  be  protected  and  it 
will  be  to  our  shame  as  legislators 
in  this  Commonwealth,”  DiMasi 
declared. 

Rep.  Bruce  Wetherbee  (D-Pep- 
perell),  who  said  he  usually  agreed 
with  Switzler,  stood  to  defend  the 
legislation  and  chided  his  col¬ 
leagues  for  shying  away  from  the 
issue  of  lesbian  and  gay  rights. 

“It’s  not  that  difficult  apolitical 
issue  to  deal  with,”  Wetherbee 
said.  “If  you  explain  to  people 
that  you  are  basically  protecting 
the  rights  of  people  to  work,  if  you 
explain  it  to  them  that  way,  most 
people  accept  it.  Don’t  be  afraid  of 
the  unknown.” 

At  times  the  debate  took  on  a 
distinctly  theological  cast,  as  op¬ 
ponents  of  the  legislation  argued 
for  the  existence  of  free  will  and 
the  interpretation  of  homosexual¬ 
ity  as  a  sin,  and  supporters  of  the 
bill  argued  for  the  civil  rights  of 
the  sinner. 

“The  issue  before  us  seems  to  be 
whether  people  who  commit  sins 
have  rights,”  argued  Rep.  Byron 
Rushing  (D-South  End).  “We  all 
commit  sins.  We  might  disagree  as 
to  what  those  sins  are,  but  people 
who  commit  sins  do  have  rights.” 

“I’ve  never  committed  a  sin  in 
my  life!”  protested  Rep.  Andrew 
Collaro  (D- Worcester),  a  vocifer¬ 
ous  opponent  of  the  measure. 

Lesbian  and  gay  rights  legisla¬ 
tion  was  first  introduced  into  the 
Massachusetts  legislature  in  1973 
and  although  it  has  been  intro-

Task  Force  to  Meet 
With  Presidential  Aide

NEW  YORK  —  Virginia 
Apuzzo,  executive  director  of 
the  National  Gay  Task  Force 
(NGTF),  said  that  her  organiza¬ 
tion  has  confirmed  a  meeting 
with  a  special  assistant  on  health 
affairs  to  President  Ronald 
Reagan.  This  visit  to  the  White 
House  follows  closely  on  the 
heels  of  Congressional  action 
which  nearly  doubles  federal 
spending  for  AIDS  in  fiscal 
1983. 

Apuzzo  said  in  a  phone  inter¬ 
view  with  GCN  that  her  organi¬ 
zation  had  requested  a  meeting 
with  administration  officials  to 
discuss  AIDS  funding  and  that 
it  was  confirmed  on  June  7.  She 
said  that  she  will  meet  on  June 
21  with  Judy  Buckalew,  health 
affairs  assistant  to  the  office  of 
Public  Liaison. 

“We  must  secure  from  the 
administration  a  realistic  fiscal 
commitment  for  1984,”  she 
said. 

Apuzzo  declined  to  comment 
on  details  of  the  agenda  for  the 
meeting,  explaining  that  she  will 
announce  it  at  the  Second  Na¬ 
tional  Forum  on  AIDS,  being 
held  in  Denver  June  9-12  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  conference 
“Health  Pioneering  in  the 
'80s.”  Apuzzo  said  that  she  in¬ 
tends  to  seek  the  advice  and  in¬ 
put  of  health  care  professionals 
and  AIDS  activists  at  the  forum. 

She  also  expressed  her  relief 
that  there  are  two  weeks  before 
the  meeting  in  which  to  prepare 
briefing  papers  and  supporting 


documents. 

Apuzzo  would  not  comment 
on  who,  in  addition  to  herself, 
would  attend  the  meeting,  pend¬ 
ing  further  arrangements.

On  May  25,  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  approved  a  $12  mil¬ 
lion  increase  in  AIDS  funding 
and  was  followed  the  next  day 
by  the  Senate  Appropriations 
Committee,  which  did  the  same. 
The  full  Senate  will  consider  the 
$12  million  AIDS  increase  this 
week. 

The  votes  were  indicative  of 
the  extreme  displeasure  of  some 
Congresspeople  for  the  admini¬ 
stration’s  reluctance  to  appro¬ 
priate  additional  emergency 
funds  for  AIDS. 

According  to  Larry  Bush  in 
the  New  York  Native,  the  addi¬ 
tional  funding  was  approved 
after  the  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Health  Edward  Brandt  sent  a 


letter  to  the  House  Appropria¬ 
tions  Committee  saying  his  de¬ 
partment  “would  not  oppose 
the  Congress  giving  the 
Secretary  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  the  discretionary 
authority  to  transfer  $12  million 
for  AIDS  activities  across  the 
appropriations  lines  of  HHS.” 

This  letter  arrived  after 
Brandt  had  testified  that  no  ad¬ 
ditional  money  would  be  needed 
and,  according  to  Bush,  it 
precipitated  the  Congressional 
action. 

Brandt  was  still  suggesting  in¬ 
ternal  transfers  of  funds  even 
after  he  had  declared  AIDS  to 
be  the  “number  one  priority”  of 
the  Public  Health  Service.  (See 
related  article  this  issue.) 

Apuzzo  observed  that  the 
House  and  Senate  votes  will  be 
helpful  in  putting  pressure  on 
the  administration  for  more 
AIDS  funding  in  fiscal  1984. 

The  Washington  Host  re¬ 
ported  on  June  8  that  aides  to 
Reagan  are  advising  him  to  veto 
the  supplemental  appropria¬ 
tions  bill,  which  includes  the  $12 
million  for  AIDS.  Of  the  total 
$15.6  billion  in  supplemental 
appropriations,  the  White 
House  objects  to  $370  million 
for  a  strategic  petroleum 
reserve,  $16  million  for  food 
programs  for  the  elderly  and  $12 
million  for  additional  AIDS 
funding  in  1983.

boston  a.i.d.s.  rally  and  march 

BOSTON  —  A  public  forum  and  rally  concerning 
the  current  AIDS  crisis  will  take  place  on  Thursday 
evening,  June  16  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Faneuil  Hall. 

The  event  is  sponsored  by  the  Boston  Lesbian/- 
Gay  Political  Alliance  to  both  inform  the  community 
about  AIDS  and  to  call  for  additional  city,  state  and 
federal  responses  to  the  crisis.  A  candlelight  proces¬ 
sion  will  follow  the  forum  and  rally  and  will  proceed 
from  Fanueil  Hall  to  the  State  House.  The  procession 
will  commemorate  those  who  have  died  from  this 
disease.  The  forum  is  free  and  open  to  the  public  and 
will  be  signed  for  the  hearing  impaired. 


bathhouse  manager  cancels  a.i.d.s. 
benefit 

WASHINGTON  —  The  manager  of  a  gay  bath¬ 
house  has  abruptly  cancelled  a  fundraiser  for  the 
AIDS  Education  Fund  of  the  Whitman-Walker  Clinic 
because  a  clinic  brochure  on  AIDS  discourages 
baths  patronage,  according  to  the  Washington  Blade. 

Carl  Aleshire,  manager  of  the  Olympic  Baths, 
called  the  brochure  “very  unfair,”  Aleshire  maintains 
that  the  assertion  that  going  to  the  baths  increases 
the  risk  of  AIDS  is  incorrect. 

The  brochure  recommends  that  gay  men  “elimin¬ 
ate  or  decrease  [their]  sexual  activity  in  places  where 
multiple  sexual  contact  is  frequent,  such  as  the 
baths,  the  bookstores,  the  bushes  and  the  backrooms 
of  bars.” 

Jim  Graham,  president  of  the  Clinic,  said,  “We’re 
not  saying,  don’t  go  there.  We’re  simply  saying,  cut 
down  the  number  of  contacts  you  have  when  you  do 
go  there  ” 

Some  bath  and  bar  owners  in  New  York  have  re¬ 
ported  a  decline  in  their  business  due  to  fear  of  AIDS. 
And  gay  health  officials  have  pointed  out  that  AIDS 
poses  a  serious  dilemma  for  sexually-oriented 
businesses. 


health  group  may  buy  building  for 
a.i.d.s.  center 

NEW  YORK  —  Mayor  Ed  Koch  has  extended  for 
six  months  the  leases  of  several  gay  groups  that  rent 
space  in  a  former  Manhattan  high  school  so  the 
groups  can  have  time  to  raise  funds  to  purchase  the 
building,  according  to  the  New  York  Times  and  the 
Daily  News. 

The  tenants,  including  the  Gay  Men’s  Health 
Crisis,  want  to  convert  the  building  to  a  health  care 
center  for  AIDS  patients.  Koch  has  also  ordered  a 
feasibility  study  to  be  done  by  Health  Commissioner 
David  Sencer  to  determine  if  the  building  can  be 
“reasonable  converted  for  use  as  a  hospice  and  for 
other  health-related  activities.” 

The  building  was  previously  leased  by  the  Caring 
Community,  which  defaulted  on  its  lease.  The  gay  or¬ 
ganizations  had  been  subtenants  of  the  prime  tenant 
and  would  have  been  evicted  from  the  building. 


no  nudes  is  bad  news  for  skinny  dippers 

ALABANY  —  The  state  of  New  York  has  banned 
nude  sunbathing  at  public  parks  arid  beaches, 
according  to  the  New  York  Times. 

Gov.  Mario  Cuomo  signed  on  June  3  a  bill  that 
will  force  federal  officials  to  ban  nudity  from  two  sec¬ 
tions  of  Riis  Beach  at  the  Gateway  National  Recrea¬ 
tion  Area  in  Queens.  The  beach  had  become  a  refuge 
for  nude  sunbathers  and  was  also  a  popular  gathering 
spot  for  gays.  Through  a  quirk  in  the  law,  taken  advan¬ 
tage  of  by  many  people,  men  and  women  could  ap¬ 
pear  bottomless  in  parks  and  beaches  not  under  the 
state’s  jurisdiction. 

The  penalty  for  public  nudity  is  15  days  in  jail  and 
a  fine  of  up  to  $250. 


women  accuse  reagan  administration 
of  backing  down  on  eliminating 
discrimination  in  education 

WASHINGTON  —  A  group  of  women’s  rights  ac¬ 
tivists  have  charged  that  the  Reagan  Administration 
has  actively  embarked  on  a  path  to  pull  back  from  the 
nation’s  ten-year  commitment  to  eliminate  sex  discri¬ 
mination  in  education,  according  to  the  Washington 
’  Post. 

At  a  news  conference  called  by  the  National  Co¬ 
alition  for  Women  and  Girls  in  Education,  educators 
singled  out  efforts  to  restrict  the  scope  of  the  law  re¬ 
quiring  equal  access  to  federally  funded  programs, 
attempts  to  eliminate  funding  for  local  women’s 
educational  programs  and  proposed  changes  to 
grant  to  states  more  discretionary  powers  in  deci¬ 
sions  regarding  programs  designed  to  bring  women 
into  traditionally  male  occupations. 


preference  question  sparks  controversy 

BALTIMORE  —  A  question  regarding  the  sexual 
preference  of  applicants  for  seats  on  this  city’s  new 
Commission  for  Women  has  infuriated  some  appli¬ 
cants  and  drawn  complaints  from  the  mayor’s  office, 
according  to  the  Baltimore  Sun. 

Beatrice  Hall,  president  of  the  task  force  recom¬ 
mending  appointees  to  the  mayor,  has  insisted  that 
the  question  was  included  so  commissioners  with  dif¬ 
ferent  sexual  preferences  could  be  selected.  “[We] 
wanted  to  be  sure  that  the  commission  would  be  re¬ 
presentative  of  all  the  people,”  Hall  is  quoted  as  say¬ 
ing. 

One  applicant  said  she  was  baffled  by  the  ques¬ 
tion  and  was  unsure  as  to  what  it  meant.  She  left  the 
space  blank  and  said,  “I  would  not  like  to  be  identified 
by  my  sexual  preference.  I’d  rather  accept  people  one 
at  a  time.” 

Two  aides  of  Mayor  William  D.  Schaefer  have 
said  that  their  office  had  nothing  to  do  with  drafting 
the  application  and  have  complained  to  the  task 
force. 

Sarah  Cannon,  vice  president  of  the  Gay  Commu¬ 
nity  Center  of  Baltimore,  termed  the  question 
“ridiculous”  and  offered  to  recommend  lesbian  ap¬ 
pointees  to  the  24-member  commission. 


former  basketball  coach  sues  over 
lesbian  identification 

GREENVILLE,  SC  —  The  former  women’s  bas¬ 
ketball  coach  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina  has 
filed  a  $75  million  suit  against  the  president  and  vice 
president  of  the  school  and  the  publisher  of  Sports  Il¬ 
lustrated,  according  to  the  Front  Page. 

Pam  Parsons  resigned  her  job  in  January  1982 
amid  a  flurry  of  speculation  over  her  health  and  a 
“player  related  incident.”  In  February,  1982,  Sports  Il¬ 
lustrated  published  an  article  linking  her  resignation 
to  an  affair  with  one  of  her  players.  In  the  article,  both 
of  the  school  officials  were  quoted  as  saying  that  Par¬ 
sons  was  a  lesbian  and  had  had  an  affair  with  a 
player. 

Parsons  denies  both  allegations  in  her  lawsuit 
and  is  charging  the  university  officials  and  the 
magazine  with  slander  and  libel.  Parsons  claims  the 
article  “totally  devestated  my  future,  both  as  a  pro¬ 
fessional  and  a  person.” 


gay  paper  agrees  to  non-discriminatory 
ad  policy 

PHILADELPHIA,  PA  —  The  publisher  of  the 
Philadelphia  Gay  News  has  agreed  not  to  run  any 
more  racist  or  sexist  help  wanted  classified  ads. 

Publisher  Mark  Segal  has  signed  a  consent 
decree  to  settle  several  complaints  filed  against  him 
with  the  Philadelphia  Commission  on  Human  Rights 
in  connection  with  his  printing  an  ad  which  sought  a 
“YWGM”  (young  white  gay  male)  for  a  store  clerk 
position. 

According  to  the  city’s  Fair  Practices  Ordinance, 
discrimination  in  the  area  of  employment,  housing 
and  public  accommodations  on  the  basis  of  race,  col¬ 
or,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  religion,  sexual 
orientation,  disability  or  age  is  illegal. 

Larry  Frankel  and  Jeff  Davidson,  members  of 
Philadelphia  Black  and  White  Men  Together,  Inc. 
(BWMT),  filed  one  of  the  complaints,  charging  that 
this  is  not  the  first  time  that  Gay  News  has  printed 
racist  employment  classifieds.  Davidson  said  that 
the  group  complained  about  racist  ads  in  the  weekly 
less  than  two  years  ago,  and  that  Segal  had  agreed  at 
that  time  to  discontinue  running  them.  “So  when  it 
happened  again  last  December  we  filed  a  complaint 
with  the  commission, ’’-said  Davidson. 

Davidson  said  that  he  is  pleased  about  the  settle¬ 
ment,  but  added  that  he  is  “tired.” 

“This  never  should  have  gotten  this  far.  All  it  took 
was  reasonable  recognition  on  Mark  Segal’s  part.  I 
think  a  publisher’s  saying  that  our  complaint  is  petty 
is  inexcusable.” 

Davidson  added,  “There  are  other  small  weeklies 
here  —  not  gay,  though  —  that  manage  to  put  out 
dozens  of  help  wanted  ads  each  week  and  none  are 
racist.  A  paper  which  is  supposedly  standing  up  for 
people’s  rights  should  be  more  aware  of  this.” 

Segal  said  he’d  never  called  the  complaint  “pet¬ 
ty.”  “What  I  did  say  is  that  this  is  the  first  mistake  in 
all  the  time  since  we  made  that  agreement  —  and  the 
mistake  happened  when  we  were  in  the  middle  of  go¬ 
ing  weekly  and  moving  our  office.  Obviously  we’ve 
tried  hard  to  change,”  he  said. 

Segal  also  said  that,  months  before  the  com¬ 
plaints  were  filed,  he  had  called  the  commission  to 
report  that  he  had  inadvertently  broken  the  law,  and 
signed  papers  to  that  effect. 

If  Segal  violates  the  consent  decreee,  he  could 
be  fined  $500.

Par¬ 
ticipants  also  attended  workshops  on  a  range  of  sub¬ 
jects,  from  gay  health  to  North  Carolina  gay  history. 


san  diego  pride  glitch 

SAN  DIEGO  —  The  organizers  of  the  local  gay /- 
lesbian  pride  march  were  initially  denied  a  city  permit 
for  the  march,  according  to  Update. 

The  group,  Lambda  Pride,  appealed  the  police 
department’s  denial  and  also  sent  out  press  releases 
to  area  media  advising  radio,  TV  and  newspapers  of 
the  denial  and  appeal.  The  next  day,  police  contacted 
the  group’s  attorney  to  say  that  the  permit  would  be 
issued. 

The  group  probably  expected  some  flak  from  the 
police  since  this  was  the  eighth  time  in  nine  years 
that  the  permit  had  been  denied  when  first  requested.

homosexuals  banned  from  Venezuelan  tv 

CARACAS,  Venezuela  —  The  depiction  of  gay 
characters  on  television  in  this  country  has  been  ban¬ 
ned,  according  to  El  Mundo  of  Cambridge. 

The  Ministry  of  Transport  and  Communication 
has  prohibited  the  portrayal  of  homosexuals  and 
transsexuals  on  TV  and  radio  to  promote  mental 
health  among  Venezuelans.  According  to  the  report, 
numerous  children  have  had  to  receive  psychiatric 
treatment  because  of  personality  disorders  which  re¬ 
sulted  from  the  negative  influence  of  gay  role  models 
on  television.

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‘Casual  Contact’  Theories  Incite  AIDS  Panic

NEW  YORK  —  Though  there  is 
relatively  little  concrete  knowledge 
about  the  factors  involved  in  the 
transmission  of  acquired  immune 
deficiency  syndrome  (AIDS),  re¬ 
cent  media  reports  suggesting  that 
the  disease  may  have  spread  to  the 
general  population  have  led  to  ap¬ 
prehensive  reactions  in  some 
groups  who  fear  contamination 
from  AIDS  patients. 

On  May  27th,  five  case  workers 
at  the  Bronx  office  of  the  city’s 
Human  Resources  Administra¬ 
tion,  a  social  service  agency,  de¬ 
clined  to  conduct  intake  interviews 
with  AIDS  patients  applying  for 
disability  benefits,  according  to 
Dr.  Roger  Enlow,  the  city’s  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Office  of  Gay  and  Les¬ 
bian  Health. 

“Casual  or  social  contact  with 
an  AIDS  patient  does  not  increase 
risk  of  contracting  the  disease  one 
iota,”  said  Enlow.  “These  in¬ 
stances  we’re  seeing  are  clearly  re¬ 
active  to  the  headlines  presented 
by  the  media  recently.  That  has 
contributed  to  an  awareness  be¬ 
yond  the  affected  communities, 
but  also  to  a  panicky  concern.” 

The  risk  of  AIDS  transmission 
was  one  topic  addressed  at  a  recent 
press  conference  by  Dr.  Edward

BOSTON  —  A  gay  telephone 
company  technician  has  filed  suit 
for  $12  million  in  damages  against 
New  England  Telephone,  charging 
that  his  employer  failed  to  take  ap¬ 
propriate  steps  to  stop  a  two-year 
barrage  of  threatening  anti-gay 
calls  placed  to  his  office  and  home 
telephones. 

William  Connaughton,  27,  who 
filed  the  suit  on  June  3  in  Suffolk 
Superior  Court,  says  he  first  began 
receiving  calls  at  work  about  two 
years  ago,  all  referring  to  his  being 
gay  and  many  threatening  death 
and  castration.  Connaughton 
believes  the  telephone  company 
was  able  to  trace  the  calls  but 
refused  to  alert  law  enforcement 
officials  because  the  calls  were 
placed  by  fellow  New  England 
Telephone  employees  from  com¬ 
pany  telephones. 

Connaughton’s  claim  for  dama¬ 
ges  is  based  on  a  psychological 
breakdown  he  says  resulted  from 
receiving  the  two  years  of  constant 
telephone  threats.  After  months  of 
symptoms  related  to  acute  stress 
and  anxiety,  Connaughton  passed 
out  at  work  on  May  6  and  had  to 
be  taken  to  the  hospital  in  an  am¬ 
bulance. 

That  was  Connaughton’s  last 
day  on  the  job.  Since  then,  he  has 
sought  therapy  and  begun  the  long 
legal  process  of  seeking  restitution 
from  his  former  employer. 

Sitting  in  his  attorney’s  office 
last  week,  Connaughton  re¬ 
counted  his  ordeal.  In  April  of 
1981,  while  he  was  working  as  a 
clerk  at  the  company’s  Belvedere 
Street  facility,  Connaughton  re¬ 
ceived  the  first  of  the  calls  on  his 
office  telephone. 

“The  calls  were  originally  being 
made  directly  to  my  telephone 
line,”  he  recalled,  “and  they  were 
all  of  a  sexual  nature.”  Frustrated 
by  the  recurrent  calls,  Connaugh¬ 
ton  asked  a  co-worker  to  answer 
his  telephone  for  him,  but  the 
caller  used  the  opportunity  to  tell 
the  co-worker  that  Connaughton 
was  gay. . 

“I  complained  to  the  supervisor 
at  the  time.  He  took  me  into  a 
meeting  and  we  had  a  talk.  He  put 
what  is  commonly  called  a  trap  on¬ 
to  the  line,”  Connaughton  re¬ 
members.  The  “trap”  is  a  device 
which  records  the  origin  of  incom¬ 
ing  calls. 

“He  also  notified  company 
security  and  told  me  to  call  the 
Boston  Police  Department  be- 


N.  Brandt  Jr.,  an  Assistant  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Health  and  Human  Servic¬ 
es  and  the  nation’s  highest  health 
official. 

“We  have  seen  no  evidence  that 
it  is  breaking  out  from  the  origi¬ 
nally  defined  high-risk  groups,” 
said  Dr.  Brandt  on  May  24th.  “1 
personally  do  not  think  there  is 
any  reason  for  panic  among  the 
general  population.”  Brandt  ad¬ 
ded  that  acquired  immune  defi¬ 
ciency  syndrome  had  become  “the 
number  one  priority”  of  the  U.S. 
Public  Health  Service. 

While  Brandt’s  comments  were 
meant  to  reassure  the  public  at 
large,  there  is  considerable  evi¬ 
dence  that  the  public  is  not  reas¬ 
sured.  In  San  Francisco,  police 
and  fire  fighters  have  been  issued 
disposable  plastic  gloves  and  face 
masks  to  allay  their  fears  of  con¬ 
tracting  AIDS,  according  to  May 
13  news  reports. 

“It  just  creates  a  general  sense 
of  fear  in  dealing  with  gay 
people,”  said  Rick  Crane,  pro¬ 
gram  coordinator  of  the  AIDS  and 
KS  Foundation,  commenting  on 
the  police  request. 

At  a  New  York  state  prison  in 
Auburn,  some  inmates  refused  to 
eat  meals  prepared  in  the  mess  hall 


cause  I  was  receiving  threats,  bas¬ 
ically  death  threats,  and  all  of  a 
sexual  nature.”  Connaughton  also 
received  castration  threats  and  a 
warning  that  “you’re  going  to 
need  the  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  to  escort  you  to  work.” 

The  calls  continued,  and  Con¬ 
naughton,  who  had  not  told  his 
supervisor  or  his  co-workers  he 
was  gay,  lived  in  fear  for  his  life 
and  waited  in  vain  for  the  trap  to 
locate  the  caller.  Then,  in  May,  the 
company  offered  Connaughton  a 
new  job,  working  the  swing  shift. 

Connaughton  accepted  the 
transfer,  but  the  calls  followed 
him.  “When  I  went  on  nights,  I 
never  received  calls  after  nine 
o’clock  at  night.  The  reason,  .1 
believe,  is  that  when  an  employee 
works  overtime,  they  work  four 
hours  extra.  So  it  would  probably 
be  someone  in  the  building  with 
knowledge  of  the  equipment, 
someone  going  overtime  onto  the 
night  shift.” 

Connaughton  had  not  yet  told 
his  new  co-workers  he  was  gay,  but 
the  repeated  telephone  calls  had 
begun  to  generate  rumors. 

“At  this  time  there  was  a  lot  of 
talk  in  the  office.  I  was  in  this  new 
work  group.  It  was  a  tight  work 
group  of  six  people,  and  there  was 
a  lot  of  silence.  Finally,  1  said 
‘Look,  you’ve  heard  a  lot  of  filth. 
I’m  telling  you  the  truth  now'.  It’s 


after  a  39-year-old  inmate  died  of 
complications  associated  with 
AIDS.  And  prison  guards  in  both 
the  New  York  state  and  city  prison 
systems  have  demanded  special 
training  and  protective  clothing 
for  officers  who  guard  inmates 
with  AIDS. 

Since  1981,  38  inmates  in  state 
prisons  have  contracted  the  disease 
and  17  have  died;  in  city  jails,  there 
are  now  six  inmates  with  AIDS. 
Two  Haitian  convicts  reportedly 
died  of  AIDS  at  Rikers  Island,  the 
city’s  largest  prison,  in  the  first 
week  of  June. 

Phillip  Seelig,  president  of  the 
city’s  prison  guards  union,  called 
for  “continuous  medical  examina¬ 
tions”  of  prisoners  to  spot  AIDS 
cases  as  quickly  as  possible  follow¬ 
ing  reports  of  the  Rikers  deaths. 
Seelig  told  the  New  York  Post  that 
he  wanted  isolation  of  inmates 
with  AIDS  from  prison  guards  and 
a  prohibition  on  gay  inmates 
working  in  food  handling  at  the 
prisons.  “The  two  highest  con¬ 
tributing  groups  to  AIDS  are 
homosexuals  and  drug  users,” 
said  Seelig.  “The  prison  system  is 
a  natural  for  both.” 

Discussions  between  prison  of¬ 
ficials  and  the  city’s  Health  and 


because  I’m  gay.  I  hope  you  can 
help  me  because  I’m  going 
through  a  terrible  crisis.’” 

In  March  of  1982,  Connaughton 
passed  an  exam  which  enabled  him 
to  transfer  to  a  better  job  in 
another  building.  For  a  while,  the 
calls  stopped,  but  in  June,  they 
began  again  and  continued  over 
the  next  eleven  months  until  Con¬ 
naughton’s  breakdown  forced  him 
to  leave  work.  The  telephone  com¬ 
pany’s  Annoyance  Call  Bureau 
and  the  security  division  said  they 
had  not  been  able  to  trace  enough 
of  the  calls  to  establish  the  origin. 
But  Connaughton  suspects  a 
coverup. 

Frank  Bruno,  one  of  Con¬ 
naughton’s  attorneys,  explained 
that  “we’re  alleging  that  if  the 
calls  had  not  been  on  a  sexual 
preference  level,  perhaps  informal 
steps  would  have  been  taken  to 
stop  the  calls.”  In  any  case,  Con¬ 
naughton  says,  the  company 
should  turn  over  whatever  evi¬ 
dence  it  has  to  the  police. 

Telephone  company  officials 
have  refused  comment  on  the  mat¬ 
ter. 

“It  has  been  a  whole  series  of 
fiascoes  and  mistakes  and  errors,” 
Connaughton  reflects.  “Had  they 
handled  it  as  I  requested  they 
would  have  gotten  the  person  a 
long  time  ago.” 


Hospitals  Corporation  were  re¬ 
portedly  in  the  works  about  the 
possible  relocation  of  AIDS  in¬ 
mates  from  Rikers  Island  to  Met¬ 
ropolitan  Hospital — not  to  pro¬ 
vide  better  treatment  for  the  pa¬ 
tients,  but  because  prison  guards 
complained  they  were  being  expos¬ 
ed  to  the  disease. 

Commenting  on  the  reactions  of 
police  and  prison  officials,  John 
Boring,  program  director  of  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force,  noted 
that  there  had  been  no  evidence  of 
AIDS  transmission  except  through 
sexual  contact,  blood  transfus¬ 
ions  or  contaminated  hypodermic 
needles. 

“The  only  way  to  conceive  of  it 
as  remotely  possible  is  if  an  officer 
had  a  cut  in  his  skin  and  had  to 
minister  to  someone  infected  with 
AIDS  who  had  an  open  wound,” 
said  Boring.  “If  they  rubbed  their 
cuts  together  and  there  was  blood 
to  blood  contact,  the  disease  could 
be  transmitted.  But  if  there  were 
other  paths,  we’ would  have  seen 
evidence  of  that  by  now.”  Boring 
added  that  there  had  not  been  a 
single  case  of  a  health  care  worker 
contracting  AIDS  from  caring  for 
an  AIDS  victim,  nor  had  any  cases 
been  traced  to  food  handling. 

Further  evidence  of  the  public’s 
fear  came  on  May  18  .  when  Dr. 
David  J.  Sencer,  the  city’s  health 
commissioner,  held  a  press  con¬ 
ference  to  announce  that  a  city 
sanitation  worker  who  claimed  not 
to  be  a  member  of  any  of  the 
groups  at  risk  of  AIDS  had  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease.  (Officially,  the 
sanitation  worker  was  only  the 
fifth  case  of  AIDS  in  the  city  where 
no  identification  with  an  at-risk

NEW  YORK  —  The  37th  annual 
Tony  awards  blushed  lavender  on 
June  5  when  a  play  about  a  drag 
queen  written  by  and  starring  a  gay 
man  won  two  Tony  awards.  Har¬ 
vey  Fierstein’s  Torch  Song  Trilogy 
was  named  best  play  and  Fierstein 
took  honors  as  the  season’s  best 
actor  in  a  play. 

Torch  Song,  a  current  hit  on 
Broadway,  struggled  to. survive  of  f- 
|  Broadway  and  Fierstein  noted  in 
g  his  acceptance  speech  that  “we 
°  could  not  give  a  ticket  away.” 
John  Glines,  the  play’s  original 
producer,  was  also  awarded  a 
Tony  and  he  identified  and  thank¬ 
ed  his  partner  and  lover,  Lawrence 
Lane.  Glines,  in  the  nationally 
televised  ceremony,  also  dedicated 
his  award  to  the  lesbian  playwright 
Jane  Chambers  and  the  gay  per¬ 
former  Billy  Blackwell,  both  of 
whom  died  earlier  this  year. 

Although  the  awards  to  Fier¬ 
stein  and  his  play  gave  the  1983 
Tonys  a  definite  out-of-the  closet 
flavor,  one  observer  thought  the 
producers  of  the  live  broadcast 
tried  to  downplay  Torch  Song’s 
content.  Lena  Horne,  in  introduc¬ 
tory  remarks,  neglected  to  men¬ 
tion  the  obviously  distinctive  gay 
theme. 

Torch  Song  Trilogy  is  the  unus¬ 
ual  portrait  of  a  gay  man  dealing 
with  his  affairs  and  relationships, 
parenting,  being  a  son  and  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  societal  homophobia.  The 
play,  consisting  of  three  one-acts, 
is  about  the  life  of  Arnold 
Beckoff,  a  drag  queen.  It  opens 
with  Fierstein,  as  Beckoff,  in  full 
drag  and  includes  the  miming  of 
backroom -bar  sex.  In  the  final 
scene,  Beckoff  explains  to  his 
visiting  mother  and  the  audience 
why  he  is  proud  to  be  gay.  (See 
GCN  review,  Vol.  9,  No.  21.) 

“Fierstein’s  play  is  the  tip  of  the 
iceberg  of  explicitly  gay  and  proud 
theatre  that  is  just  emerging  from 
off-Broadway,”  said  Michael 
Bronski,  a  frequent  GCN  theatre 


group — gay  men,  Haitians,  hemo¬ 
philiacs  and  drug  abusers — could 
be  made.) 

According  to  Dr.  Roger  Enlow, 
the  press  conference  was  held 
because  members  of  the  Uniform¬ 
ed  Samtationmen’s  Association, 
the  union  representing  sanitation 
workers,  complained  that  the 
26-year  old  AIDS  patient,  who  is 
married  with  three  children,  would 
spread  the  disease  among  his  co¬ 
workers.  And  a  National  Public 
Radio  account  said  that  the  press 
conference  was  held  only  after 
rumors  about  the  sanitation  work¬ 
er  became  so  persistent  that  health 
officials  decided  on  a  public 
response. 

At  the  conference,  Sencer  re¬ 
peated  assurances  that  there  was 
little  risk  to  the  general  public 
from  AIDS,  and  said  it  was  possi¬ 
ble  the  infected  individual  had 
handled  contaminated  hypoder¬ 
mic  needles  discarded  by  drug 
abusers  along  his  Bronx  sanitation 
route.  Asked  to  comment  on  the 
case,  Enlow  pointed  out  that  “a 
patient’s  case  history  is  what  he 
tells  us,”  and  that  “as  it  turns  out, 
the  case  was  not  an  exceptional 
one.” 

To  be  sure,  there  is  some  evi¬ 
dence  that  AIDS  could  move  into 
the  general  public  through  sexual 
contact.  A  study  team  headed  by 
Dr.  Carol  Harris  of  the  Albert 
Einstein  College  of  Medicine  re¬ 
ported  that  of  seven  female  sex 
partners  of  male  AIDS  victims 
who  had  been  drug  abusers,  one 
developed  a  full-blown  case  of 
AIDS,  one  showed  early  symp¬ 
toms  of  the  disease,  four  had  an

tistic  success  and  well-deserving  of 
its  current  commercial  success. 

Marsha  Norman,  author  of 
‘Night,  Mother,  which  was  also 
nominated  for  best  play,  was 
quoted  as  saying  that  Torch  Song 
ranks  with  Thornton  Wilder’s  Our 
Town. 

“Harvey’s  world  is  one  I  know 
nothing  about,  but  the  play  gave 
me  a  sense  of  privilege  about  hav¬ 
ing  been  given  that  information,” 
said  Norman. 

Torch  Song  Trilogy’s  three  one- 
acts  premiered  separately  off- 
Broad'vay  at  Ellen  Stewart’s  La 
Mama.  The  one-acts  came  togeth¬ 
er  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago  and 
then  moved  to  Broadway  in  the 
fall  of  1982.  It  is  the  play’s  great 
accomplishment  that  it  wins 
straight  audiences  without  com¬ 
promising  its  basic  content. 

Fierstein,  28,  also  wrote  the  up¬ 
coming  musical  version  of  La  Cage 
Aux  Folles  which  opens  in  Boston 
at  the  Colonial  Theatre  on  June 
13.  A  special  performance  of  La 
Cage  will  benefit  the  AIDS  Action 
Committee  on  June  15.  (See 
GCN' s  Pride  Calendar  for 
details.)

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Editorial - - 

Come  Out  for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride 


The  current  wave  of  gay  and  lesbian  liberation  dates  from  the 
Stonewall  Riots  of  1969,  when  gays  —  mostly  drag  queens  and 
street  people  —  fought  back  for  three  days  against  a  police  raid  on 
the  Stonewall  Inn  in  New  York  City.  This  event  intensified  a 
quieter  movement  to  organize  for  greater  tolerance  of  homosex¬ 
uality.  But  it  also  catalyzed  gay  men  and  lesbians  who  were  work¬ 
ing  hard  in  other  political  movements  for  black  civil  rights, 
women’s  liberation,  and  to  end  the  Vietnam  War.  From  the 
Stonewall  experience,  which  was  personal  for  many  New  York 
gays  and  symbolic  for  others  across  the  nation,  there  grew  a  radical 
lesbian  and  gay  movement  that  was  influenced  by  and  in  time 
would  exert  its  own  influence  on  feminist,  racial,  anti-war,  and 
leftist  politics. 

This  public  movement  for  gay  and  lesbian  liberation  included 
a  broad  critique  of  compulsory  heterosexuality  in  the  church,  the 
family,  government,  educational,  and  legal  systems.  It  spoke  of 
cultural  and  personal  change  as  well  as  gay  rights.  Our  anger  turn¬ 
ed  outward  and  we  marched,  protested,  wrote  letters,  and  made 
public  displays  of  our  homosexuality.  The  slogan,  “Out  of  the 
closets  and  into  the  streets”  articulated  a  concept  of  gay  liberation 
that  extended  beyond  the  bedroom  and  beyond  even  the  ballot 
box.  Coming  out  —  publicly  declaring  one’s  gayness  —  was  and 
still  is  an  important  political  statement  in  a  society  that  denies  us  by 
making  us  invisible.  But  to  come  out  is  more  than  a  body  count,  it 
is  an  act  of  personal  liberation  for  each  of  us  finally  to  say  who  we 
are.  Every  individual  who  comes  out  strengthens  our  community 
and  makes  it  progressively  easier  for  others  to  come  out. 

We  commemorate  our  public  stand,  our  protests  at  the 
Stonewall  riots,  by  celebrating  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride.  At  first 
limited  to  small  and  angry  demonstrations  in  the  major  gay 
ghettos,  gay  pride  celebrations  now  make  statements  in  new  cities 
and  towns  each  year.  Much  has  changed  since  1969,  and  it  is  now 
easier  for  some  of  us  to  be  gay.  But  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  is  an 


important  time  to  remember  our  coming  out,  and  to  remember 
that  there  are  still  overwhelming  numbers  of  lesbians  and  gay  men 
who  cannot  make  this  public  statement,  who  cannot  risk  being 
anywhere  near  these  marches. 

At  a  time  when  society  would  prefer  us  to  step  back  into  our 
closets  and  disappear  from  public  view,  at  a  time  when  much  of 
our  own  movement  has  limited  its  vision  to  civil  rights  and  the  right 
to  privacy  in  our  own  bedrooms,  at  a  time  when  we  have  tired  of 
fighting  and  count  precious  few  victories,  we  need  to  take  to  the 
streets  in  a  strong  and  visible  expression  of  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride 
—  and  liberation. 

This  year,  the  gay  community  faces  a  medical  crisis  that  may 
increase  homophobia  as  it  threatens  our  lives.  Coming  out  for  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  Pride  this  year  is  an  opportunity  to  demand  that  the 
government  address  the  AIDS  crisis,  and  gives  us  the  chance  to 
reach  out  to  each  other  as  AIDS  affects  each  of  us  on  a  personal 
level . 

Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  marches  capture  the  diversity  of  our 
community:  we  are  women,  men,  black,  Asian,  Latin,  white, 
young,  old,  rich,  poor,  butch,  femme,  mainstream,  and  fringe. 
Some  of  us  are  “respectable”  and  some  of  us  are  not.  As  the  coun¬ 
try  swings  politically  to  the  right,  we  must  remember  that  this  gay 
movement  couldn’t  have  been  built  without  the  help  of  drag 
queens,  street  people,  and  butch  dykes.  Our  strength  lies  in  our 
diversity  and  our  ability,  in  our  best  moments,  to  transcend  our 
differences  and  work  together. 

We  urge  all  of  our  readers  and  all  of  their  friends,  neighbors 
and  political  comrades,  both  gay  and  straight,  to  come  out  for  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  Pride.  March  for  yourselves  and  for  those  who  still 
cannot  join  us;  be  a  part  of  the  rich  diversity  that  is  the  lesbian  and 
gay  community.

lesbian  prisoners 

Dear  GCN, 

We  are  lesbian  women  who  are  presently  in¬ 
carcerated  at  the  North  Idaho  Correctional  In¬ 
stitution  for  three  years.  We  are  in  a  continual 
battle  for  our  rights  to  sexual  preference,  and  for 
our  rights  to  be  human  as  a  black  and  white  les¬ 
bian  couple.  Things  are  rough  here  since  we  are 
the  only  lesbians  out  of  forty  women. 

We  are  here  as  first  time  offenders  for  shooting 
out  car  windows  with  BB  guns  and  a  second 
degree  burglary  in  which  the  charges  were  drop¬ 
ped.  One  of  us  (Lorrie)  is  a  24  year  old  honorably 
discharged  USAF  veteran  and  the  other  (Jackie)  a 
28  year  old  data  entry  operator,  and  yet  with  good 
backgrounds  and  no  previous  arrests,  we  are  still 
doing  three  years!  We  believe  the  biggest  factor  in 
our  stiff  sentence  is  the  knowledge  the  judge  had 
of  our  sexual  preference  because  of  Lorrie’s 
discharge  from  the  Air  Force  for  homosexuality. 

We  are  singled  out  for  meetings  by  other 
heterosexual  women,  approved  by  the 
superintendent,  to  gripe  about  us  as  lesbians. 
They  are  trying  to  change  us,  to  pick  our  brains 
and  force  their  beliefs  on  us.  It  is  out  and  out 
abuse. 

We  were  put  in  a  room  together  here  but 
ordered  separated  because  we  are  “admitted  les¬ 
bians  and  we  might  try  to  do  something  at  three 
o’clock  in  the  morning”. 

We  are  trying  to  pursue  a  lawsuit  for  racial 
discrimination,  and  discrimination  because  of 
our  sexual  preference.  The  NAACP  has  asked  the 
director  of  corrections  for  an  investigation, 
however  we  haven’t  heard  any  more  about  it  and

In  addition,  we’re  encouraging 
those  who  are  interested  to  tape  for¬ 
mal  or  informal  interviews,  conversa¬ 
tions  or  bull  sessions  about  the 
history  of  the  paper  between  as  many 
or  as  few  people  as  can  be  gotten 
together.  Send  us  the  tape  and  it  will 
be  included  in  the  archives. 


fear  that  it  won’t  be  followed  up  as  soon  as  the 
NAACP  finds  out  that  Jackie  is  a  lesbian. 

Another  strike  against  us  is  the  majority  of 
white,  heterosexual  mormons  in  this  state.  Not 
only  have  we  endured  discrimination  here,  but  in 
the  whole  judicial  system  of  Idaho. 

The  ACLU  informed  us  they  cannot  help  us  in 
a  lawsuit  because  of  the  amount  of  work  theysare 
already  doing  in  a  suit  against  the  prison. 

Any  help  and  suggestions  from  our  gay 
brothers  and  sisters  would  be  appreciated  from 
this  isolated  ‘prison  camp’.  We  need  some  con¬ 
tacts:  lawyers,  organizations,  or  people  who  are 
concerned  enough  to  help.  We  are  two  desolate, 
suppressed  lesbians!  We  are  seeking  help  form 
anyone  who  will  help  us  fight  for  our  rights.

AIDS  &  US:  “What

The  current  concern  throughout  the  gay  community  related  to  AIDS  has  finally  started 
to  reach  a  point  beyond  panic,  beyond  confusion,  beyond  hopelessness.  Men  are  beginning 
to  process  these  difficult  feelings  and  are  preparing  to  move  into  action.  Over  the  past  few 
years,  comparatively  few  gay  men  were  actively  working  on  AIDS-related  projects.  We  are 
now  seeing  the  typical  gay-everyman  wondering,  “What  can  I  do  to  help?” 

Different  people  will  have  different  responses  to  this  question.  On  a  personal  level  we 
are  all  grappling  with  the  ramifications  of  AIDS  for  our  sex  lives  and  we  are  all  grappling 
with  the  homophobia  that  for  a  few  years  has  been  just  beneath  the  surface  in  many  of  the 
straight  people  we  work  with,  live  with,  or  see  on  the  streets.  There  is  much  to  be  done  at  a 
community  level  and  organizations  are  quickly  moving  to  provide  services,  public  educa¬ 
tion,  and  media  monitoring.  AIDS  is  testing  the  commitment  of  gay  men  to  one  another  and 
the  ability  of  a  community  of  men  to  face  a  difficult  and  complex  crisis. 

There  are  some  things  that  each  of  us  can  do  that  will  make  our  community  better  able 
to  deal  with  the  issues  surrounding  AIDS.  These  are  responses  that  are  becoming  obligatory 
for  responsible  gay  men  in  American  urban  centers: 


Can  I  Do  To  Help?” 

for  public  education  and  services  to  AIDS  people  entirely  absent.  Letters  need  to  be  written 
to  senators  (in  Massachusetts,  Senator  Kennedy  could  use  a  push  to  expedite  moving  the 
Emergency  Health  Fund  out  of  committee  and  onto  the  Senate  floor),  Congressmen  (Silvio 
Conte  our  Republican  in  Western  Mass,  should  receive  a  few  thank  you  notes  for  his  leader¬ 
ship  which  recently  gained  additional  appropriations  for  the  '82  —  '83  year,  despite  the 
Reagan  administration)  and  our  own  Margaret  Heckler,  now  Secretary  of  Health  and 
Human  Services.  In  Boston,  at  least,  we  seem  to  be  asking  many  AIDS-related  questions  to 
candidates  for  municipal  office  —  which  is  certainly  appropriate  —  yet  avoiding  pressuring 
state  and  federal  officials  who  hold  the  bulk  of  the  appropriations  which  could  be  directed 
towards  AIDS. 

Essentially,  these  are  activities  that  many  gay  activists  have  been  attempting  to  en¬ 
courage  for  the  past  15  years;  they  are  basic  activities  which  allow  us  to  build  a  strong  com¬ 
munity  and  keep  us  able  to  continue  our  work  and  maintain  our  integrity.  The  AIDS  crisis 
may  serve  as  an  impetus  for  many  men  to  become  more  informed  and  more  involved  in  gay 
community  organizing. 


— -  Keep  informed  through  gay  sources  of  AIDS  information. 

A  strong  gay  press  has  been  developed  throughout  the  nation  over  the  past  ten  years, 
specifically  because  many  lesbians  and  gay  men  have  realized  that  we  cannot  depend  on  the 
mainstream  media  for  accurate,  informed  coverage  of  our  issues.  Unfortunately,  many  gay 
people  still  look  at  gay  media  outlets  as  unreliable  sources  of  information  and  do  not 
routinely  read  a  gay  paper.  I  believe  that  most  gay  men  continue  to  get  most  of  their  infor¬ 
mation  about  AIDS  from  mainstream  newspapers  and  television  shows.  While  the  press’s 
coverage  of  AIDS  runs  the  same  gamut  as  its  coverage  of  other  issues  of  concern  to  the  gay 
community  (the  Boston  Globe,  for  example,  attempts  to  provide  strong,  positive  coverage 
of  our  issues,  allowing  for  lapses  every  now  and  then),  I  maintain  that  the  best  source  of 
news  on  AIDS  is  the  gay  press.  If  you  hope  to  become  informed  about  the  latest 
developments  concerning  AIDS,  subscribe  to  a  few  gay  newspapers  —  I’d  personally  recom¬ 
mend  GCN  readers  also  start  reading  the  Washington  Blade  and  the  New  York  Native.  The 
gay  press’s  coverage  is  far  from  perfect,  but  I  believe  that  AIDS  is  exacting  new  demands  on 
gay  journalists  for  accuracy,  informed  editorializing,  and  timeliness. 

Likewise,  gay  doctors,  social  workers,  psychiatrists  and  other  gay  health  professionals 
are  usually  significantly  more  informed  and  more  qualified  to  understand  the  full  ramifica¬ 
tions  of  AIDS  for  our  community  than  their  non-gay  counterparts.  There  are  certainly 
enough  examples  of  gay  doctors  over-reacting  or  confusing  gay  clients  through  inaccurate 
information  but  generally  these  people  are  best  able  to  present  current  health  information  to 
our  community  and  are  working  hard  to  root  out  biases,  remain  sex-positive,  and  be  honest 
about  what  is  known  and  what  is  not  known. 

—  Become  involved  in  fundraising  efforts. 

Substantial  fundraising  efforts  are  underway  by  gay  groups  around  the  nation  and, 
somehow,  these  efforts  need  to  be  monitored  carefully  and  analyzed  from  a  political 
perspective.  Fundraising  appears  to  be  taking  place  with  two  aims  in  mind:  providing  ser¬ 
vices  to  the  gay  community  concerning  AIDS  (support  services  for  men  with  AIDS,  educa¬ 
tional  efforts,  development  of  hotlines)  and  providing  funding  for  research  on  AIDS.  1 
believe  that  the  priority  of  gay  community  fundraising  should  be  towards  services  for  the 
community  and  that  any  fundraising  related  to  research  for  AIDS  should  be  directed  toward 
hiring  lobbyists  (and  others  of  this  ilk)  to  pressure  the  government  and  other  sources  of 
grants  for  medical  research  to  release  funding  for  AIDS  research.  Allegations  are  already 
rife  in  many  parts  of  this  country  concerning  the  misappropriation  of  funds  ostensibly  raised 
for  AIDS  which  never  found  their  way  to  the  proper  agency.  AIDS  committees  in  cities 
should  set  as  a  top  priority  the  careful  monitoring  of  fundraising  efforts  or,  perhaps  what 
has  been  needed  for  some  time  is  an  independent  monitoring  group  that  can  survey  all  gay 
fundraising  efforts  in  a  city. 

Gay  men  should  be  sure  to  check  who  is  raising  the  money,  where  the  money  will  go, 
and  request  financial  statements  after  a  fundraising  event  is  held.  Once  you  have  found  an 
AIDS-related  organization  that  you  trust  to  handle  finances  professionally,  give  often  and 
give  generously.  A  resurgence  of  “tithing”  is  beginning  to  occur  and  I  know  several  gay  en 
who  have  established  systems  for  their  contributions  to  gay  organizing  efforts.  One  man 
regularly  donates  10  °7o  of  his  paycheck  to  an  AIDS-related  service  group  and  another  man 
makes  sure  that  he  makes  a  substantial  donation  to  a  gay  organization  each  month.  While 
each  of  us  will  have  to  decide  how  we  can  best  allocate  the  financial  contributions  we  may  be 
able  to  afford,  it  is  clear  that  active  involvement  in  fundraising  is  a  necessary  priority.  I  was 
surprised  recently  to  learn  that  two  moneyed  friends  who  had  been  interested  and  informed 
about  AIDS  for  two  years  and  had  had  several  friends  fighting  AIDr  for  most  of  that  time, 
had  never  made  a  financial  donation  to  their  local  AIDS  committee.  They  had  never 
donated  money  to  any  gay-related  group  and  are  finding  this  a  difficult  step  to  take. 

—  Pressure  politicians  and  government  officials. 

Frankly,  elected  officials  are  claiming  that  they  have  heard  little  from  their  constituen¬ 
cies  concerning  AIDS  and  this  may  be  because  most  of  us  don’t  know  what  they  have  to  do 
with  gay  men’s  health  issues.  Federal  funding  for  research  has  been  frighteningly  slow  and 
initial  proposals  for  the  '83  —  '84  fiscal  year  budget  appear  to  be  inadequate,  with  funding' 
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The  Boston  Lesbian/Gav  Political  Alliance  is  sponsoring  a  rally  and  march  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  June  16  at  7:30  PM  at  Faneuil  Hall  in  Boston.  ‘  ‘A  IDS  and  Boston 's  Gay  Community  — 
the  Medical,  Psychological  and  Political  Implications”  will  feature  Dr.  Marshall  Eorst  ein 
and  Dr.  John  Mazzullo,  speaking  on  the  medical  and  psychological  implications,  and  Bill 
Beneville,  a  local  South  End  man  with  AIDS  who  wilkspeak  on  “  What  AIDS  People  Need 
from  Our  Community.  ”  The  Candlelight  Procession  will  march  to  the  State  House  where  a 
brief  ceremony  will  take  place.

Talking  About  AIDS 


By  Bob  Andrews  and  Cindy  Patton 
The  disease  syndrome  that  we 
now  call  “Acquired  Immune  Defi¬ 
ciency  Syndrome  ”  —  A  IDS  —  first 
came  in  to  the  public  eye  over  two 
years  ago,  when  the  medical  estab¬ 
lishment  whispered  what  the  main¬ 
stream  media  shrieked  as  “gay 
pneumonia,’’  and  later,  “gay 
cancer,  ”  and  the  “gay  epidemic.  ” 
Early  reports  isolated  these  diseases 
among  promiscuous  gay  men  in  the 
gay  ghettos,  but  quickly  the  hit  list 
grew  to  include  non-urban  gay 
men,  Haitians,  IV -drug  users,  and 
the  ubiquitous  6<Vo  “other.  ” 

Gay  people  have  had  radically 
different  reactions  to  the  occurance 
of  AIDS.  Some  pushed  the  panic 
button,  then  moved  past  the  immo¬ 
bilizing  fear  to  fundraise  and  form 
support  networks.  Others  have 
questioned  the  role  of  the  straight 
media  in  sensationalizing  this 
disease,  and  suggested  that  while 
this  is  a  new  and  mysterious  syn¬ 
drome,  it  may  not  kill  any  more 
people  than  Heptitis  B,  or  other  un¬ 
treated  STDs.  Many  of  us  have  dis¬ 
cussed  our  right  to  be  promiscuous 
and  accused  straight  society  of 
manipulating  AIDS  to  take  away 
our  hard  won  sexual  freedom.  Still 
others  remember  the  tactics  of  the 
Nazis,  and  see  this  as  only  the 
beginning  of  a  quarantining  and 
blacklisting  of  gays  from  certain 
jobs  that  will  end  in  concentration 
camps  for  lesbians  and  gay  men. 

No  one  knows  what  causes 
AIDS,  but  the  course  of  the  disease 
is  dismal  at  this  point.  Different  re¬ 
search  points  to  opposite  theories, 
and  many  in  a  panicking  gay  com¬ 
munity  are  quick  to  jump  at  each 
simple  solution.  We  are  literally  dy¬ 
ing  to  get  information  and  a 
“cure.”  Each  week,  the  media 
reports  another  research  finding  on 
a  tiny  facet  of  A  IDS,  but  these  ' 
reports  are  misleading  and  in  many 
cases  harmful  (for  example,  when 
the  “household”  contact  story 
broke,  there  was  immediate  panic 
about  gay  school  teachers,  and  even 
about  gay  visitors).  Linking  the 
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cause  of  AIDS  to  the  “gay 
lifestyle”  is  flat  homophobia;  no 
one  begins  to  understand  the  big 
picture,  and  even  the  cold  statistics 
don  j  agree  on  which  research  par- 
amaters  define  the  “gay  lifestyle.  ” 

The  government  and  medical  es¬ 
tablishments  seeih  slow  in  respond¬ 
ing:  we  wonder  if  this  is  because 
A  IDS  victims  come  from  dispensi- 
ble  populations  —  gays,  Haitians, 
IV  drug  users?  In  our  more  par¬ 
anoid  moments,  we  feel  like  guinea 
pigs  in  a  vast  experiment:  certainly, 
the  medical  establishment  stands  to 
learn  a  great  deal  by  studying  this 
disease,  and  indeed,  some  research¬ 
ers  think  it  may  shed  light  on  the 
epidemiology  of  cancer. 

Lesbians  and  gay  men  are  work¬ 
ing  together  to  deal  with  the  crisis  in 
all  of  its  persona!  and  political  im¬ 
plications.  Despite  our  sometimes 
conflicting  solutions  and  organiz¬ 
ing  tactics,  we  seem  united  in 
stating  that  we  did  not  start  this 
disease  and  we  will  not  let  it  destroy 
our  community. 

About  four  months  ago,  we  got 
the  idea  of  writing  an  article  about 
our  reactions  to  AIDS.  We  started 
talking,  and  kept  talking.  We  had 
many  late  night  rages  and  what 
seemed  like  obsessive,  morbid 
ramblings  to  our  friends.  (“Oh, 
Bob  and  Cindy  with  their  death  and 
destruction  act,  aren’t  they  doing 
some  article?”)  The  following  is 
what  we  have  finally  pieced  to¬ 
gether  from  our  ongoing  discus¬ 
sions  squeezed  into  the  too-busy 
schedules  that  cause  us  to  forget 
what  is  important,  sometimes  until 
it  is  too  late. 

Cindy:  When  you  look  at  these 
last  two  years  of  “gay  diseases” 
and  see  how  the  straight  and  gay 
communities  have  reacted,  it  points 
out  that  we’re  still  a  marginal  com¬ 
munity.  Much  of  the  organizing 
and  fundraising  by  the  Gay  Men’s 
Health  Crisis  and  other  groups 
must  go  primarily  to  take  care  of 
the  victims.  This  is  paradigmatic  of 


the  whole  lesbian  and  gay  move¬ 
ment:  the  marvellous  thing  we  have 
accomplished  is  building  our  own 
institutions  and  networks  to  help 
each  other,  and  that  has  been  done 
with  great  compassion  for  our 
many  forms  of  suffering.  But  it  is 
also  important  to  understand  how 
little  impact  and  influence  we  have 
in  the  world  at  large.  We  arf  always 
just  picking  up  the  pieces. 

Bob:  We’re  a  community  that 
reacts  to  attacks  when  they  happen. 
But  very  few  people  connect  the 
isolated  incidents  and  realize  that 
what  happens  to  one  person  is  hap¬ 
pening  to  everybody.  Our  task  with 
AIDS  organizing  is  to  get  people  in¬ 
volved  before  either  they  or  some¬ 
one  they  love  is  affected.  There  are 
a  lot  of  people  working  toward  the 
solution  to  this  disease  who  would 
not  be  here  right  now  if  either  they 
or  someone  they  know  had  not  got¬ 
ten  AIDS.  And  I’ve  got  to  admit 
that  I  fall  into  that  category.  I  only 
became  active  when  I  started  to 
meet  AIDS  patients,  or  their  lovers 
—  friends  of  mine  —  and  I  realized 
it  really  could  hit  this  close  to  home. 

Cindy:  I  was  thinking  about  the 
expression  “the  personal  is  politi¬ 
cal.”  What  we  are  experiencing  in 
the  gay  community  right  now  is 
“It’s  not  political  until  it’s  person¬ 
al.”  The  same  thing  happened  to 
me,  and  I  feel  somewhat  guilty 
about  that  now.  I  could  see  the  con¬ 
nections,  but  it  only  began  to  click 
into  place  as  a  personal  issue  when 
you  were  sick  last  winter.  You  ran 
around  panicking,  and  very  vocal, 
to  the  point  of  bursting  out  in 
meetings:  “I  may  not  be  here  in  a 
year.  I  might  die.”  I  talked  to  you 
when  I  found  out  that  my  best 
friend  whom  I  grew  up  with  died 
from  AIDS  in  North  Carolina. 
That  hit  me  after  I  understood  the 
importance  of  talking  about  AIDS 
everywhere,  and  with  everyone.  I’d 
had  lots  of  arguments  over  it  and

had  worked  out  my  political 
analysis.  Now  it  is  hitting  people  I 
love,  and  I  can’t  not  act  anymore. 

The  final  move  toward  my  broader 
understanding  of  AIDS,  was  that 
my  friend  was  not  someone  from 
New  York,  or  San  Francisco,  and 
was  a  very  politically  active  man  — 
indeed,  the  person  who  got  me  in¬ 
volved  in  feminist  and  gay  politics. 

I  had  bought  the  homophobic  myth 
that  only  promiscuous  men  who  are 
primarily  identified  with  the  bar  or 
public  sex  culture  are  getting  this 
disease,  but  there  is  no  way  for  me 
to  rationalize  or  distance  myself 
from  this  death. 
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Bob:  That  kind  of  homophobia 
within  the  gay  community  —  which 
may  partly  be  denial  —  is  often 
people’s  first  response:  “Was  he 
promiscuous?  How  many  partners 
did  he  have?  Did  he  do  this,  did  he 
do  that?”  Totally  ignoring  the  fact 
that  someone  is  suffering,  and  try¬ 
ing  to  pinpoint  something  that  will 
allow  them  to  say,  “Oh,  he  did 
that,  and  I  don’t,  so  I  won’t  get 
AIDS.”  If  you  take  all  the  research¬ 
ers’  parameters,  and  you  examine 
the  profile  of  the  person  who  gets 
AIDS,  I  fit  it.  Once  I  realized  that  I 
could  come  down  with  this  disease, 
I  could  no  longer  move  away  from 
it  and  behave  in  any  kind  of  respon¬ 
sible  manner. 

Mayor  Koch  closed  his  presenta¬ 
tion  at  the  circus  with,  “Ask  not  for 
whom  the  bell  tolls,  it  tolls  for 
you.”  What  we,  as  gay,  white, 
males  have  to  realize  is  that  right 
now,  this  disease  is  affecting 
primarily  us,  and  we  must  develop  a 
sense  of  solidarity:  even  people  who 
see  themselves  as  being  at  absolute¬ 
ly  no  risk  from  this  disease  have  to 
be  aware  that  there  are  other  people 
who  are  at  risk  and  are  coming 
down  with  AIDS.  If  we  don’t  turn 
to  help  those  affected  now,  who  is 
going  to  turn  and  help  us  when  it 
comes  closer  to  home,  when  it  real¬ 
ly  is  our  turn? 

Cindy:  I  have  been  thinking 
about  that  a  lot  as  I  reflect  on  the 
death  of  my  friend.  We  have  all 


tended  to  look  at  the  numbers  and 
statistical  profiles,  but  the  import¬ 
ant  thing  to  look  at  is  the  people. 
Our  community  has  many  political 
divisions,  and  we  each  have  dif¬ 
ferent  styles  of  going  through  gay 
life.  My  friend  and  I  grew  up  and 
came  out  together,  and  even 
though  I  moved  up  here  eight  years 
ago,  we  always  felt  a  part  of  the 
same  gay  community. 

Bob:  I’ve  been  sexually  active, 
and  very  open  and  I’ve  felt  good 
about  that.  I  only  began  to  develop 
a  positive  self-identity  when  I  came 
out  and  realized  that  I  was  an  okay 
person,  and  not  only  did  people  like 
me  sexually,  but  they  liked  me  for 
other  reasons,  as  well.  While  I 
haven’t  cut  out  sex  altogether.  I’ve 
been  affected  by  the  talk  that  fre¬ 
quent  sex  brings  you  in  contact  with 
more  people,  and  therefore,  in¬ 
creases  your  risk  of  getting  AIDS. 
I’ve  cut  back,  and  I  enjoy  it  less, 
and  I  feel  a  great  loss. 

It  is  interesting  that  this  is  coming 
at  a  time  when  women  are  being 
more  vocal  about  wanting  more 
freedom  sexually.  I  was  talking  to  a 
lesbian  friend  who  said,  “How.do  I 
go  about  setting  up  a  lesbian  section 
of  the  Fenway?”  My  reaction  was, 
“You  can  have  our  section.”  Some 
lesbians  have  envied  men  their  open 
sexuality,  and  felt  that  we  didn’t 
have  all  the  hang-ups  that  a  lot  of 
women  seem  to  have.  Now  some 
women  feel,  sorry  for  men,  both 
because  sex  may  no  longer  be  worth 
the  fifteen  minutes  of  pleasure,  and 
because  men  have  had  this  freedom 
for  a  long  time,  and  now  it’s  being 
taken  away. 

Cindy:  Even  if  AIDS  turns  out  to 
be  highly  specific  to  gay  men  and 
Haitians  —  which  I  do  not  believe 
in  my  gut  —  the  way  the  medical 
establishment  has  dealt  with  AIDS 
is  just  typical.  Women  can  quickly 
understand  this  issue  because  our 
health  needs  have  always  been 
brushed  aside.  We  live  in  a  stressful 
society  that  is  rife  with  diseases  and 
new  chemicals  that  they  never  even 
tell  us  about.  But  even  if  lesbians  do 
not  get  AIDS,  some  other  syn¬ 


drome  will  hit  lesbians,  and  the 
same  thing  will  happen  again. 
Women  must  be  personally  and 
politically  supportive.  We  have 
some  distance  at  this  point,  and  an 
overview  that  this  is  a  political  issue 
dealing  with  the  whole  medical  and 
governmental  establishment  — 
none  of  us  have  control  over  our 
health  care  or  the  research. 

Thinking  about  AIDS  has 
broken  down  the  dichotomies  I’ve 
always  had  about  men’s  sex  and 
women’s  sex:  that  women’s  priority 
is  bonding,  and  sex  is  secondary, 
and  men’s  priority  is  sex,  and 
secondarily  bonding.  That  is  one 
way  of  talking  about  our  dif¬ 
ferences  that  has  taken  on  a  life  of 
its  own.  If  we  focus  AIDS  too  dra¬ 
matically  on  men’s  sex  it  becomes 
easier  to  deny  that  gay  men  have 
created  a  strong  community  for 
themselves.  It  is  different  than  the 
kind  of  community  that  lesbians 
have  created  because  it  centers 
more  on  sex  and  sexuality.  But  just 
as  lesbians  have  thought  more 
about  exploring  sex  because  of  gay 
men,  gay  men  can  learn  a  broader 
concept  of  community  from  les¬ 
bians.  The  lesbian  community  is 
made  up  of  many  little  groups  that 
link  up  into  a  whole  network.  Once 
women  identify  with  the  lesbian 
community,  they  are  much  less 
often  isolated  than  men,  who  may 
identify  with  the  sexual  communi¬ 
ty,  but  may  not  be  integrated  into 
the  other  support  networks  that  gay 
men  have.  Women  have  always 
found  it  easier  to  connect  emo¬ 
tionally.  One  thing  that  may  come 
out  of  this  crisis' is  the  renewed 
ability  of  men  to  reach  out  into 
their  community  —  both  to  offer 
support  and  to  take  it. 


Bob:  There  are  two  men  at  the 
hospital  now  whom  I’ve  been 
visiting.  One  I  met  at  the  airport, 
and  we  identified  each  other  as  gay 
and  chatted.  I’d  run  into  him  off 
and  on  and  he  appeared  fine,  until 
one  day  he  went  into  the  hospital 
with  a  node  the  size  of  a  tennis  ball 
on  the  side  of  his  neck.  My  im¬ 
mediate  thought  was,  “This  man 


has  AIDS.”  And  he  does.  He  and 
his  lover  have  been  together  for  ten 
or  twelve  years,  and  his  lover  is 
always  there.  They  have  both  put 
their  careers  on  the  sidelines  in 
order  to  get  through  this,  and  they 
are  convinced  he  will  survive. 

The  other  man  I  befriended  be¬ 
cause  we  got  a  call  at  the  AIDS  Ac¬ 
tion  Committee  that  there  was  a 
man  in  the  hospital  whose  parents 
had  come  up,  but  who  had  no  gay 
friends.  He  had  lots  of  gay  ques¬ 
tions,  but  no  one  to  answer  them. 

Seeing  these  two  men  has  raised  a 
lot  of  questions  for  me  about  sup¬ 
port.  One  of  them  has  a  lover  who 
is  very  doting  and  caring,  and  the 
other  has  only  his  family  to  take 
care  of  him. 

We  have  to  concentrate  on  sup¬ 
port  networks.  In  New  York,  the 
Gay  Men’s  Health  Crisis  has  built 
up  a  buddy  system,  where  people 
volunteer  to  do  things  like  take  out 
the  trash,  walk  the  dog,  make  up 
the  bed,  cook  the  meals,  things  that 
many  people  with  AIDS  don’t  have 
the  strength  to  do. 

A  growing  number  of  men  have 
friendship  networks  —  I  have 
worked  hard  to  create  this  for  my¬ 
self  over  the  years.  But  that  broader 
network  hasn’t  happened  for  men: 
in  the  women’s  community,  when 
any  woman  suffers  in  some  way  all 
women  come  to  her  aid.  Men  have 
a  much  smaller  circle  who  will  rally 
behind  us. 

Cindy:  Men  don’t  seem  to  re¬ 
spond  until  they  are  directly  attack¬ 
ed.  Women  —  and  all  gays  ought  to 
—  feel  attacked  every  day,  every 
time  we  set  foot  outside  the  house, 
or  even  turn  on  the  tv  inside  out 
house.  We  need  to  translate  the  per¬ 
sonal  fear  and  anxiety  about  AIDS 
into  something  that  creates  a  sense 
of  unity. 

Bob:  The  grassroots  network  is 
there,  but  we  must  get  organized. 
We  have  to  find  the  people 
throughout  the  community  in  hos¬ 
pitals  and  clinics,  in  media,  who 
can  apply  the  right  kinds  of 
pressures. 

And,  we  have  to  tap  our  anger.

We  store  it  up  over  the  years, 
waiting  for  the  right  occasion,  and 
this  is  it. 

Cindy:  There  is  a  pattern  to  the 
experience  we  and  others  have  had 
as  we  learned  about  AIDS.  The 
stages  you  go  through  in  dealing 
with  death,  and  the  stages  you  go 
through  with  political  conscious¬ 
ness  on  any  issue  are  remarkably 
similar.  It  is  healthy  that  we  have 
different  kinds  of  understandings 
and  feelings  about  AIDS.  I  denied 
the  issue  for  a  while,  and  when  I 
realized  I  had  refused  to  deal  with 
AIDS,  I  began  rationalizing,  and 
arguing  that  this  wasn’t  as  bad  as 
people  said.  But  that  is  a  natural 
reaction,  and  it  is  wise  to  remain 
skeptical  about  the  wild  informa¬ 
tion  going  around.  But  it  is  ex¬ 
tremely  important  to  keep  thinking 
about  AIDS,  and  understand  its  ef¬ 
fect  on  our  community. 

Bob:  That  happens  on  an  in¬ 
dividual  level  to  evey  gay  man  who 
confronts  AIDS:  you  go  through 
the  whole  dying  process.  You  go 
through  denial,  anger,  and  accep¬ 
tance.  Maybe  this  is  taking  a 
metaphor  too  far,  but  I  hope  that  as 
a  gay  movement,  we  don’t  get  to 
the  point  of  acceptance,  with  AIDS 
or  anything  else.  We  can  stop 
AIDS,  just  as  we  can  stop  the  New 
Right. 

Cindy:  We  have  to  come  to  grips 
with  this  disease  on  whatever  level  it 
is  going  to  interact  in  our  lives,  and 
then  translate  that  into  a  sensibility 
within  the  gay  movement.  At  the 
circus,  someone  said,  “Today  we 
are  burying  our  dead.”  My  first 
reaction  was  to  think,  “We’ve  been 
burying  our  dead  all  the  way 
along.”  That’s  how  I  feel  at  this 
point:  they’ve  been  killing  us  off  in 
many,  many  different  ways,  and 
we’ve  always  denied  it,  we’ve 
always  particularized  it.  Despite 
our  rhetoric,  we  have  never  ac¬ 
cepted  that  we  are  constantly  under 
attack.  Every  day. 

in  dealing  with  the  government 
agencies  and  the  health  industry  re¬ 
garding  AIDS,  we  can  channel  our 
anger  outside  of  our  community. 
Turning  our  anger  inward  and 
toward  others  in  our  community 
divides  us  unnecessarily.  Gays  are 
worn  down  by  our  oppression.  We 
worry  about  our  jobs,  our  lovers, 
about  coming  out.  Straight  society 
has  said  to  us,  “You  lead  this  terri¬ 
ble  lifestyle  and  your  punishment  is 
to  be  sick  all  the  time,”  and  on 
some  level  we’ve  accepted  that.  We 
have  to  turn  that  around  now,  and 
say:  This  society  is  not  going  to  kill 
us  any  more.

Birthdays  and  Pride 


By  Nancy  Walker 

It’s  that  pulse-hastening  time 
when  banners  are  unfurled  and 
refurbished,  flags  flauntingly 
flown  and  t-shirts  touted  for  our‘ 
“once  a  year  day.”  Pride  takes 
over  and  we  march,  strong  in  hope 
and  love,  down  the  main  streets  of 
all  America.  I  can  just  barely  hear 
the  fife  and  drum  from  where  I  sit 
in  one  of  the  cradles  of  American 
Liberty,  the  old,  venerable  and 
slightly  crumbling  city  of  Boston, 
Massachusetts.  There’s  a  sea 
breeze.  I  sit  at  my  desk  and  wonder 
how  it  will  be  this  year. . . . 

Some  time  in  February,  while 
the  weather  is  freezing  and  my 
sother  is  turning  blue  (literally,  she 
really  does,  honest),  1  start  mutter¬ 
ing,  “I  hope  it’s  not  going  to  be 
too  hot  for  the  march.”  “You’re 
worrying  from  now???”  my  saint¬ 
ly  one  asks,  incredulous  at  my 
long-range  fretting.  “From  now? 
Whaddaya  mean  from  now?  I 
have  worried  continuously  since 
last  June  when  it  was  so  cold  1  was 
afraid  Mother  and  Pip  would  get 
pneumonia.” 

1  pray  to  whatever  pagan  gods 
may  be  for  cold  on  our  Saturday  in 
June.  If  it  isn’t  cold,  I  can’t  go  the 
whole  route  without  doing  some¬ 
thing  dramatic  like  fainting.  And 
that,  my  dears,  unless  you  crave 
extraordinary  attention,  is  embar¬ 
rassing.  My  sother,  if  the  weather 
is  hot,  pins  a  ridiculous  white  hat 
on  my  head  and  schlepps  cold 
water,  hoping  I’ll  make  it  some¬ 
how  to  the  rally  site  before  the  end 
of  the  day’s  festivities. 

Usually  I  revive  in  time  for  the 
traditional  GCN  picnic.  Food,  or 
the  idea  of  it,  the  hope,  the  fantasy 
of  it,  keeps  me  going  through  all 
the  vicissitudes  of  Liberation,  and, 
let  me  tell  you,  some  of  the  vicissi¬ 
tudes  are  vicious.  But  so  far  we 
have  overcome. 

It  seems  impossible  from  this 
vantage  point  to  imagine  that  there 
is  a  soul  alive  who  does  not  know 
that  in  addition  to  all  the  other  ex-

I  am 
sick  of  lies  and  closets  and 
palpable  fear  on  the  part  of  people 
whose  only  “crime”  is  attraction 
for  the  same,  rather  than  the  op¬ 
posite,  sex.  It  seems  such  a  paltry 
matter;  why  the  hell  should  we 
have  to  devote  the  better  part  of 
our  lives  to  putting  an  end  to  this 
foolishness? 

I  guess  I  am  becoming  tired  and 
angry  at  the  same  time  that  I 
realize  it  is  quite  wonderful  and  re¬ 
markable  that  suddenly  (though  it 
has  been  indeed  a  long  time  in  the 
making)  all  across  this  land  there 
are  well-organized  gay  political  ac¬ 
tion  groups  who  have  been  able  to 
compel  candidates  to  address  them 
directly  in  order  to  woo  the  gay 
vote.  Suddenly  the  power  of  the 
ballot  box  has  been  impressed 
upon  the  straight  establishment  in 
an  unprecedented  way,  not  just  in 
large  coastal  cities  but  in  smaller 
cities  throughout  middle  America, 
according  to  Ginny  Apuzzo, 
Director  of  the  National  Gay  Task 
Force.  This  is  perhaps  the  single- 
most  positive  piece  o‘f  information 
I  have  heard  in  a  long  time.  The 
news,  as  you  have  probably  no¬ 
ticed,  is,  for  the  most  part,  as  grim 
as  ever,  but  there  is  a  feeling 
abroad  that  gives  me  hope. 
Something  major  is  happening  at 
the  grassroots  level.  Lesbians  and 
gays  are  standing  up  and  being 
counted  together  in  ways  never  ex¬ 
hibited  before. 

This  year,  when  we  march  in  our 
various  hometowns  on  our  various 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Pride  Days,  there 
is  something  more  we  represent 
than  we  ever  did  before.  All  those 
marching  feet  should  make  the 
surrounding  society  sit  up  and  take 
notice  that  we  are  not  figures  of 
fun,  willing  to  accept  ridicule  or 
second  class  citizenship.  We  will 
not  come,  hat  in  hand,  begging  for 
what  every  American  should  be 
guaranteed  under  the  Constitution 
of  this  land.  We  will  demand  full 
enfranchisement.  The  cry  of 
“What  do  we  want?  Gay  rights. 
When  we  we  want  them?  Now!” 
will  have  greater  and  greater 
significance. 

The  reason  I  feel  this  way  is 
largely  attributable  to  the  very  visi¬ 
ble  and  impressive  new  organiza¬ 
tion  called  Boston  Lesbian/Gay 
Political  Alliance  (lovingly  known 
an  BL/GPA).  You  will  be  reading 
more  and  more  about  it  as  time 
goes  by.  And  even  better  than  the 
fact  of  its  existence  is  the  over¬ 
whelming  success  of  BL/GPA’s 
events.  They  have  all  been  jam- 
packed  with  serious  people,  and 
the  air  has  fairly  crackled  with  in¬ 
tensity.  So,  politically,  Boston  is  a 


veryexcitingcity  right  now.  We  are 
greatly  energized  by  the  response 
BL/GPA  has  received  from  the 
candidates  in  the  upcoming  elec¬ 
tions,  and  this  enthusiasm  should 
carry  many  of  us  along  on  its  tide 
through  Gay  and  Lesbian  Pride 
Week. 

Therefore,  this  year,  more  than 
ever,  I  look  forward  to  the  day  of 
flag  waving  and  handholding.  I 
look  forward  to  seeing  “friends”  I 
see  that  one  day  of  the  year,  when 
they  feel  the  strength  that  comes 
from  numbers  and  are  willing  to 
stand  next  to  their  comrades, 
though  the  rest  of  the  year  they 
spend  in  their  closets  —  for 
whatever  reasons. 

Each  year  the  march  has  grown 
in  Boston,  as  I  hope  it  has  in  most 
cities.  Courage  is  always  con¬ 
tagious  and  so,  probably,  is  the 
transitory  feeling  of  all  encom¬ 
passing  love  that  comes  over  me 
during  the  parade  and  rally  (until 
the  rally  yields  its  inevitable  lec¬ 
tures,  which  I  have  always  ab¬ 
horred). 

On  this  one  special  day  of  the 
year,  I  feel  united  with  lesbians 
and  gay  men  everywhere,  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  their  political  or  personal 
views,  no  matter  what  their  life¬ 
style,  no  matter  how  vanilla  or 
rockyroad  their  sexual  proclivities. 
I  don’t  care  how  old  or  young, 
they  are,  what  race,  what  ethnic 
background,  what  economic 
stratum  they  come  from.  On  this 
day,  I  love  all  who  would  stand 
under  the  blue  sky  waving  a  laven¬ 
der  banner. 

“Creeds  and  Schools  in 
abeyance,”  wonderful  Walt  Whit¬ 
man  said,  and  that  is  how  I  feel.  At 
least  for  one  day  out  of  365, 1  want 
to  call  a  truce  among  all  gay  and 
lesbian  factions.  I  don’t  want  to 
separate,  criticize,  argue.  I  want  to 
love  and,  quite  frankly,  be  loved, 
for  one  whole  peaceful,  celebra¬ 
tory  day.  It  has  pained  me  year 
after  year  to  listen  to  well-inten¬ 
tioned  individuals  castigating  my 
brothers  because  they  happen  to 
be  white  and  male.  Many  of  the 
men  standing  at  the  rally  hearing 
the  same  words  I  heard  have 
neither  malice  nor  injustice  in  their 
hearts  and  many  of  them  have 
shown  great  courage  simply  by 
throwing  in  their  lot  with  the  rest 
of  us  on  that  special  day.  To  be 
slapped  in  the  face  for  their  good 
will  seems  so  outrageous,  and  yet  I 
do  understand  out  of  what  pain 
and  frustration  the  “lectures” 
must  come,  I  just  wish  that  for  one 
day  every  gay  and  lesbian  person 
could  see  with  the  eyes  of  love  and 
experience  and  incredible  high  that 
I  experience  every  Gay  Pride  Day. 

On  June  18  at  noon  in  Copley 
Square  the  Boston  Pride  parade 
will  begin.  Bring  your  hopes  and 
your  dreams  and  your  love,  and 
join  us.

Continued  from  pane  l 
duced  every  year  since  then,  it  has 
never  passed  in  the  House.  Steven 
Tierney,  co-chair  of  the 
Massachusetts  Gay  Political 
Caucus  (MGPC),  attributes  this 
year’s  success  to  a  paid  profes¬ 
sional  lobbyist  and  several 
volunteers. 

“It’s  a  much  more  organized  ef¬ 
fort  than  it  has  been  in  the  past,” 
Tierney  said,  adding  that  the 
MGPC  has  already  begun  lobby¬ 
ing  in  the  Senate  and  that  the 
group  has  an  assurance  from 
Governor  Michael  Dukakis  that  he 
will  sign  the  bill  if  it  passes.

Howell  is  optimistic  that  the 
House  will  pass  the  bill  as  is  and 
that,  when  the  joint  House-Senate 
conference  committee  convenes  to 
iron  out  the  differences  between 
the  Senate  and  House  versions,  the 
right  to  judicial  review  in  all  exclu¬ 
sion  cases  will  be  written  into  the 
final  draft. 

The  roots  of  the  problem  for  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  are  the  anti¬ 
homosexual  exclusion  categories 
written  in  the  1952  Immigration 
Reform  Act. 

Recently,  Rep.  Barney  Frank, 
of  Massachusetts,  tried  and  failed 
to  eliminate  these  and  other 
categories  from  the  list  of  grounds 
for  exclusion  by  presenting  an 
amendment  to  the  Mazzoli  bill, 
but  the  proposal  was  defeated  in 
committee.  However,  Congress¬ 
man  Julian  Dixon  of  California 
has  again  written  a  bill  which 
would  remove  references  to  sexual 
orientation  from  the  1952  law.

AIDS-like  disorder,  and  one  was 
healthy.  None  of  the  women  were 
members  of  an  at-risk  group. 
Clearly,  AIDS  could  become  a 
generalized  venereal  disease  and 
move  out  of  the  population  of  gay 
men,  Haitians,  hemophiliacs  and 
drug  abusers. 

But  public  fears  about  AIDS  are 
not  that  it  will  be  transmitted  sex¬ 
ually,  but  that  it  will  spread 
through  casual  contact,  much  as  a 


common  cold  is  spread.  Since  little 
is  known  about  the  patterns  of 
transmission  of  the  disease,  scraps 
of  knowledge  can  be  magnified  be¬ 
yond  their  real  significance.  A 
good  deal  of  the  public  frenzy 
about  AIDS  seems  to  be  the  result 
of  inaccurate  conclusions  present¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  James  Oleske  about  his 
study  of  eight  Newark,  New  Jersey 
children  with  AIDS-like  symp¬ 
toms,  reported  in  the  May  6

issue  of  the  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association. 
(See  GCN,  Vol.  10,  No.43.) 

All  eight  children  in  the  study 
had  unexplained  immunodeficien¬ 
cies  and  were  born  in  households 
with  recognized  risk  for  AIDS; 
four  children  have  died.  Oleske  et. 
al.  concluded  from  the  study  that 
“sexual  contact,  drug  abuse  or  ex¬ 
posure  to  blood  products  is  not 
necessary  for  disease  transmis¬ 
sion’’  and  that  the  children  might 
have  contracted  the  disease  from 
“routine  close  contact”  with 
AIDS-susceptible  members  of 
their  households.  Criticism  of  the 
study  has  centered  on  the  fact  that 
is  is  difficult  to  make  a  positive 
diagnosis  of  AIDS  in  children, 
that  children  are  susceptible  to  a 
variety  of  other  immune  disor¬ 
ders,  and  that  the  disease  could 
have  been  transmitted  in  the  uterus 
prior  to  birth. 

In  spite  of  the  uncertainties  sur¬ 
rounding  the  study,  the  New  York 
Times  ran  an  Associated  Press 
dispatch  on  May  6,  headlining 
the  article  “Mere  Contact  May 
Spread  AIDS.”  The  piece  quoted 
Dr.  Anthony  Fauci  of  the  National 
Institute  of  Health,  who  wrote  an 
editorial  in  the  same  May  6th  issue 
of  JAMA  stating  that  if  the  study 
could  be  verified,  “then  AIDS 
takes  on  an  entirely  new  dimen¬ 
sion.”  The  Times  article  also 
quoted  Fauci  to  the  effect  that  if 
“non-sexual,  non-blood-borne 
transmission  is  possible,  the  scope 
of  the  syndrome  may  be  enor¬ 
mous.” 

On  the  same  day,  USA  Today 
reported  on  the  study  with  an  arti¬ 
cle  titled  “Routine  Contact  May 
Spread  AIDS.”  Datelined  Chica¬ 
go,  it  began,  “Researchers  are 
concerned  that  the  deadly  immune 
disease  AIDS — epidemic  in  some 
areas  among  sexually  active  men — 
might  also  be  spread  by  nonsexual 
contact  among  the  general  popula¬ 
tion.”  The  article  cited  the  “rou¬ 
tine  close  contact”  theory,  and 
concluded  by  paraphrasing  a  re¬ 
searcher  who  worked  on  the  Oles¬ 
ke  study  to  the  effect  that  “it  also 
appears  medical  personnel  who 
treat  AIDS  victims  may  also  risk 
the  disease,”  although  there  is  no 
evidence  that  AIDS  could  be 
spread  in  that  manner. 

In  a  piess  release  dated  May 
23,  the  National  Gay  Task  Force 
protested  .vhat  it  called  “inac¬ 
curate  and  misleading  press  ac¬ 
counts”  of  the  Newark  study.  The 
release  quoted  Dr.  Paul  Paroski, 
president  of  the  National  Gay 
Health  Education  Foundation, 
criticizing  the  Fauci  editorial  and 
questioning  Dr.  Oleske’s  conclu¬ 
sion  that  AIDS  could  be  transmit¬ 
ted  by  routine  contact. 

In  a  telephone  interview,  Paros¬ 
ki  said,  “As  a  pediatrician,  I  can 
tell  you  that  the  close  contact  a 
parent  has  with  a  child  is  more 
than  routine  household  contact.  In 
fact,  it  borders  on  the  sexual,  but 
in  any  case  it  is  a  unique  form  of 
contact,  not  a  routine  household 
contact.  In  reviewing  the  article 
from  a  scientific  point  of  view,  the 
author  does  not  present  sufficient¬ 
ly  conclusive  evidence  that  AIDS 
could  be  transmitted  in  this  man¬ 
ner.” 

But  misleading  reports  of  the 
Newark  research  have  already 
done  their  damage;  an  attorney  for 
the  prison  guards  union  demand¬ 
ing  special  protection  from  AIDS 
victims  cited  the  “routine  close 
contact”  theory  as  evidence  for 
the  guards’  demands.  A  Times 
report  on  June  4  quoted  an 
AIDS  researcher  saying  that  “a  lot 
of  hospitals  in  New  York  are  over¬ 
reacting  with  isolation”  because  of 
fears  that  AIDS  may  be  transmit¬ 
ted  to  hospital  personnel. 

And  nationally-syndicated  col¬ 
umnist  Patrick  J.  Buchanan  has 
used  the  AIDS  issue  in  a  series  of 
op-ed  pieces  for  the  New  York 
Post  to  buttress  his  contention  that 
homosexuality  is  unnatural.  On 
May  24,  he  demanded  that  gays 
Continued  on  page  13 
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be  excluded  from  food-handling 
occupations,  and  concluded, 
“The  poor  homosexuals — they 
have  declared  war  upon  nature, 
and  now  nature  is  exacting  an 
awful  retribution.”  A  week  later, 
Buchanan  examined  the  “routine 
close  contact”  theory,  comment¬ 
ing  that  health  care  workers  seem¬ 
ed  at  risk  of  contracting  AIDS.  “If 
promiscuous  homosexuals  in  the 
urban  centers  of  New  York  and 
San  Francisco  are  capable  of  trans¬ 
mitting  death  with  a  casual  sexual 
contact,”  wrote  Buchanan,  “their 
slogan  [that  sexuality  is  a  private 
matter],  to  put  it  mildly,  would  no 
longer  seem  to  apply.” 

In  epidemics  of  fatal  diseases,  it 
is  to  be  expected  that  rumor  and 
inaccurate  press  accounts  will  con¬ 
tribute  to  public  fears.  But  the 
spread  of  AIDS  has  also  offered 
the  mainstream  press  a  unique  op¬ 
portunity  to  scapegoat  gay  people, 
and  it  is  there  that  the  greatest 
danger  lies  for  our  community.
